Present in specimen Q7 is a guantity of material 
with white-colored prills which has been identified as 
being dynamite composed of sodium and ammonium nitrate, 
nitroglycerine, and ethylene glycol dinitrate. You advised 
that this sample of dynamite was removed from the Q9 wrapper 
which is identified as being an Atlas "Gelmax" dynamite 
wrapper bearing date-plant-shift-code "03185A2." This 
wrapper and the dynamite.in specimen Q7 were manufactured 
by the Atlas Powder Company, Joplin, Missouri, on March 18, 1985 
during the second shift. 

Present in specimen Q8 is a quantity of pink-colored 
prills which was identified as being a mixture of ammonium 
nitrate prills and fuel oil, commonly refered to as "ANFO".

PX T-5 has associated with many hardcore AP leaders 
and members, and as such believes many of the members have 
apparently reached such a point of frustration, that the 
only path that they can see for the near future is one of 
violence and insurrection.

Source has 
talked to members who believe there will soon be a charismatic 
personality emerging in the Patriot movement nationwide 
who will unite all Patriots. Only then, do these members 
believe an offensive action against the system will be effective. 
However, Source has talked to some members who are younger 
and more aggressive, and who want to have action now. Source 
believes these young Patriots will not wait for national 
unity, and will initiate bombings and periodic guerrilla type 
warfare in the near future. 


Because many of the AP members have gone underground 
to avoid detection by law enforcement personnel, it is impossible 
to estimate their current strength. However, all of the 
above Sources concur that members of the AP and similar right 
wing organizations should be considered armed and dangerous.

Terrorism is zero. Phoenix has been overturning 2.98 direct 
Agent work years on this matter. It is anticipated that, with 
the approval of the UCO, five Special Agents will be utilized on 
a full-time basis as.follows: 

One case Agent: Overall administration of UCO. 

UCA contact Agent: Services the 'UCA.' 

Phoenix Source contact•Agent: Services source. 

Two additional Special Agents: Cover leads, maintain

They hold a publicly 
stated philosophy of hatred for Jews, racial and ethnic 
minorities and the United States Government. They view the 
Federal tax structure as illegal and have specifically targeted 
the IRS for violent action. In furtherance of these aims, AP 
members have purchased illegal automatic weapons, stored illegal 
explosive devices and material, discussed I 
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The AP is similar in its developmental stage as the 
ARYAN NATIONS (AN) was prior to the creation of the "Order." 
Younger, more radical elements are openly advocating violent 
action against the system. It is imperative that these cells be 
identified so that criminal acts can be prevented and that those 
responsible for past acts can be prosecuted.

III. TRADITIONAL INVESTIGATIVE TECHNIQUE 

The Phoenix Division has utilized source coverage, 
consensual monitoring, a cooperating witness, pen registers, 
physical surveillances and other traditional techniques in 
investigating the AP. This investigation has established the 
existence of cells that have not been fully identified and an 
underground structure which, although mentioned on numerous 
occasions, has also not been identified. The Phoenix source 
does not have access to these cells nor have traditional 
techniques been successful in identification or penetration of 
these cells. 

The UCO is deemed imperative because of the issues 
that will face the UCA. It is anticipated thatl 1^ 

| The UCA, as a trained law enforcement 
officer, will be able to analyze and control these situations in 
a manner not available to a civilian. In addition, it is felt 
that the Phoenix source is overburdened in dealing with the AP. 
The source will be called upon to testify as to his knowledge of 
the AP’S criminal activities but the reliance on one major \- 
witness could prove detrimental to a successful prosecution. It 
is felt that a well-trained FBI Agent, possessing skills and a 
background which are attractive to the AP, will overcome this 
obvious deficiency and make a stronger prosecutable case for the 
Government. 
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IV. POTENTIAL FOR SUCCESS

I The UCA will possess a background and skills that will 
be most attractive to the AP, and he will also have the time to 
devote to AP business. As stated earlier, the AP has divided 
into cells. The penetration of these cells will be the ultimate 
goal of the UCA. Experience in the AN case showed that these 
groups are receptive to recruiting talented individuals who 
appear to meet needs of the group. The AP continually meets to 
plan criminal activities and train for. their eventual commission 
of the acts. A trained investigator, brought into the planning 
stages of this criminal activity, presents the best chance for 
prosecutive successes. 


V. FISCAL CIRCUMSTANCES/EXEMPTIONS REQUESTED 

This UCO does not involve the establishment of a 
proprietary. There is no potential for significant civil claims 
against the United States. There is no need nor justification 
for indemnification agreements or expenditure of funds to 
construct or alter facilities. 

The following exemptions will be required: 

1. Using appropriated funds for leasing space. 

2. Entering into lease agreements for periods 
extending beyond the current fiscal year. 

3. Depositing appropriated funds in banks or other 
financial institutions. 


VI. SENSITIVE CIRCUMSTANCES 

This UCO will deal with violence-prone individuals who 
have openly advocated hatred of racial and ethnic minorities and 
the United States Government. They have specifically identified 
facilities of the United States Government for violent attack. 

As a result, the security of the UCA is addressed as a major 
priority in this UCO. 
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Because of the nature of the case and individuals 
involved, the UCA will interact with individuals who are members 
of, or are affiliated with, groups which are the subjects of 
Domestic Security/Terrorism investigations. These 
investigations are conducted in full compliance with the 
Attorney General Guidelines for the conduct of such cases. The 
UCA will be periodically instructed to minimize any acquisition, 
retention, and dissemination of information that does not relate 
to the matter under investigation or to any other authorized 
investigative activity. 


VII. POTENTIAL RISKS 


Risk of third party losses, loss of property and civil 
liability should not be issues in this UCO. However, due to the 
nature and philosophy of the AP, it is impossible to say that 
this will, in fact, be the case. Part of the major thrust of 
this UCO is to place a UCA in a position where he will be able 
to provide advance warning of planned violence so that the 
Government will be in a position to interdict these actions and 
prevent personal injury and damage to property. 


VIII. SUITABILITY OF THE UCA 


A UCA has not, as yet, been designated in this matter. 


IX. 1. UCA/INFORMANT/COOPERATING WITNESS OR OTHER 

SOURCE PARTICIPATION IN PROSCRIBED ACTIVITY 

(a) It is not anticipated that the UCA, cooperating 
witness and source will become involved in any proscribed 
activity. However, there does exist the possibility that, given 
the nature of the UCO, the UCA, source or cooperating witness, 
would be called upon to engage in such activity. It is believed 
that ample time would exist to make proper notifications and 
obtain the requisite authority in accordance with the Attorney 
General Guidelines should such situations arise.

This will also insure a strict accounting as to which AP members

The UCA will meet on a daily basis with handling personnel. 
Activities of the UCA and sources will be reviewed during this 
meeting, and constant briefings will be held concerning the 
prohibition of engaging in proscribed activity. 

(c) The UCO is a measure of keeping close scrutiny on 
the activities of a group predisposed to the commission of 
violent acts. The UCA would be in a position to know beforehand 
of the violent activities of the AP and either abort the action 
or prevent it by arrest. If'the .UCO is not operational, it is 
clear that, with the avowed goals of the AP, violence would take 
place and the Government would both be unaware of the activity 
and unable to stop it. 

2. The informant and cooperating witness have been 
briefed concerning the potential for disclosure of their 
identities. They are aware of this potential and are also aware 
of the necessity for their testimony. They have agreed to 
testify.

X. POTENTIAL FOR CREATION OF ILLEGAL ACTIVITY 

This UCO is directed at gathering intelligence to 
identify and prosecute various violations of Federal law. 
Investigation has shown that this activity is ongoing and 
"criminal predisposition" is continually shown. The role of the 
UCA and sources will be "passive" in nature, and the creation of 
illegal activity or entrapment should not be an issue. 
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XI. TYPE OF MONITORING PROCEDURES 

.(a) At FBIHQ :, It is anticipated that an on-site 
inspection will be held approximately every three months.by 
appropriate headquarters personnel. 

(b) At Field Office : A daily meeting will be held 
with the UCA and UCO personnel at the administrative off-site. 
Daily summaries of activities will be produced and furnished to 
the squad supervisor and Assistant Special Agent in Charge 
(ASAC). These summaries will also report on the activities of 
the source and cooperating witness. The ASAC will periodically 
brief the SAC on direction and accomplishments of the UCO. 

Approximately every 10 work days, UCO personnel will 
meet with the designated Assistant United States Attorney and 
Assistant Arizona Attorney General for legal opinions and 
prosecutive opinions. 


XII. MISCELLANEOUS LEGAL/ETHICAL/POLICY QUESTIONS

2. Joint UCO. The UCO will be conducted with the State 
of Arizona Attorney General's Office. A Memorandum of 
Understanding has been executed and is attached. 

3. Impact of Targeted Criminal Activity. PX believes 
that the AP and its cells are in a stage of development that is 
like the early stages of the Aryan Nat ion/Order. Besides the 
illegal acts described above, they are planning an extensive 
attack on IRS. Many of the APs are unstable personalities which 
increases the risk they may even engage in random violence if 
sufficiently provoked by the "system." More younger radicals who 
are action-oriented are now associated with the AP than even six 
months ago. Consequently, the FBI's prevention of violence will 
be the real impact on the criminal activity. The eventual jailing 
of those who have broken the law will also reduce the immediate 
danger of AP violence, but may drive the AP underground. The UCO 
will be alert to that possibility and insure that when the 
operation is brought to an end, coverage will exist 

of underground cells, if any. 

Omaha Division has recently inherited two extremely 
radical AP who have linked themselves to a major financial backer 
of Posse Comitatus. These APs intend to train Nebraska farmers in 
the use of firearms and para-military tactics to resist and 
attack IRS, banks, and the Sheriff's deputies who are 
repossessing their f arms. Omaha will be submitting a separate UCO

introductions into these Nebraska domestic terrorists. 

a. Investigative Program/Priorities. The UCO will be 
within the Terrorism Program (Domestic). Although the Terrorism 
program was ranked 10th in the Division, because of the 
seriousness of the AP threat the program is now ranked 3rd. 

There are three agents assigned ' full time to the AP which will be 
increased to five on approval of the project. Five agents will be 
slightly less than 5% of PX's TSL. If the UCO results in a Title 
III, the expenditure of workhours will probably rise to about 8% 
of TSL for the fiscal year. There are no other major initiatives 
in the Domestic Terrorism Program. 

b. Impact on Office Workhours. The UCO will detract 
from the General Crimes Programs by at least two agents, and draw 
limited hours from all programs if a Title III occurs.

Instructions 

Subject Priorities for FBI Arrest or Locates: 

A - Subject wanted for crimes of violence (i.e. murder, manslaughter, forcible rape, robbery and aggravated assault) or convicted of such crimes in the past five 
years. 

B - Subjects wanted for crimes involving the loss or destruction of property valued in excess of $25,000 or convicted of such crimes in the past five years. 
C * All others 

Claiming Non-Federal Arrests, Summonses, Recoveries or Convictions: 

It is permissible to claim a local arrest, summons, recovery or conviction If the FBI significantly contributed to the accomplishment. A succinct narrative 
setting forth the basis for the claim must accompany this report. When claiming a local recovery, enter the word “LOCAL” to the right of the amount. Enter 
“LF" in the “In-Jail” block for all life sentences and “CP” for capital punishment sentences. 

Reporting Convictions: 

Convictions should not be reported until the sentence has been issued. There are two exceptions to this rule. The conviction information can be submitted 
by itself if: 

1. The subject becomes a fugitive after conviction but prior to sentencing. 

2. The subject dies after conviction but prior to sentencing. 

An explanation is required in the Remarks section for either of the above exceptions. ^ " 

Rule 20 Situations: 

The field office that obtained the process (normally the office of origin) is the office that should claim the conviction, not the office where the subject enters the 
plea in cases involving Rule 20 of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedures. 

Investigative Assistance or Techniques (lA/Ts) Used: . ^ 

-Since more than one IA/T could have contributed to the accomplishment, each IA/T used must be rated. 

-The IA/T used must be rated each time an accomplishment is claimed. (For example - if informant information .was the basis for a complaint, ap arrest, a 
recovery and a conviction and if separate FD-515s are submitted for each of the aforementioned accomplishments, the “Informant Information” block must be 
rated on each FD-515 even if'it was the same information that contributed to all the accomplishments.)
